OBVERSE -- 

This face of the coin shall bear the Lion Capitol of Ashoka Pillar with the legend " pat inscribod below , 
flanked on the left upper periphery with the word " Try and on the right upper periphery with the word " India " . It shall also 
bear the denominational value " 100" in International Numerals , below the Lion Capitol flanked on the left lower periphery 
with the word " 5747 " and on the right lower periphery with the word " RUPEES " . 

REVERSE : — 

This face of the coin shall bear the portrait of " DESHBANDHU CHITTARANJAN DAS” flanked on the left periphery 
with the words " y fertig Gr " inscribed in Hindi and on the right periphery with the words “ DESHBANDHU 
CHITTARANJAN DAS 1870 - 1925 ” inscribed in English . The figure " 1998 " shallbe shown below the portrait in International 
Numerals . 

(2 ) FIFTY RUPEES 
OBVERSE : 

This face of the coin shall bear the Lion Capitol of Ashoka Pillar with the legend " HYAL " inscribed below , 
flanked on the left upper periphery with the word " ARTT" and on the right upper periphery with the word “ INDIA ” . It shall also 
bear the denominational value “ 50 " in International Numerals below the Lion Capitol flanked on the left lower periphery with 
the word " 547 " and on the right lower periphery with the word " RUPEES ” . 

REVERSE : 

This face of the coin shall bear the portrait of“ DESHBANDHU CHITTARANJAN DAŞ" flanked on the left periphery 
with the words " ay fan GIF " jnscribed in Hindi and on the right periphery with the words “ DEŞHBANDU 
CHITTARANJAN DAS 1870 - 1925" in English . The figure " 1998" shall be shown below the portrait in international 
Numerals. 

(3 ) TEN RUPEES 
OBVERSE : 

This face of the coin shall bear the Lion Capitol of Ashoka Pillar with the legend " Hiha grad ” inscribed below , 
flanked on the left upper periphery with the word " ART" and on the right upper periphery flanked with the word “ INDIA ”. It 
shall also bear the denominational value " 10" in International Numerals below the Lion Capitol, flanked on the left lower 
periphery with the word " 597 and on the right lower periphery with the word " RUPEES ” . 

REVERSE : 

This face of the coin shall bear the portrait of“ DESHBANDHU CHITTARANJAN DAS” flanked on the left periphery 
with the words “ raty FEARG 7 " inscribed in Hindi and on the right periphery with the words " DESHBANDU 
CHITTARANJAN DAS 1870 - 1925 " in English . The figure " 1998" shall be shown below the portrait in international 
Numerals , 

(4 ) TWO RUPEES 
OBVERSE : 

This face of the coin shall bear the Lion Capitol of Ashoka Pillar with the legend " Het" inscribed below , 
flanked on the left upper periphery with the word " RT" and on the right upper periphery flanked with the word " INDIA " , It 
shall also bear the denominational value “ 2” in International Numerals below the Lion Capitol Hundred on the left lower 
periphery with the word " Fut" and on the right lower periphery with the word “RUPEES" . 

REVERSE : - - This face of the coin shall bear the portrait of “ DESHBANDHU CHITTARANJAN DAS" flanked on 
the left periphery with the words “ 2817 TEAT77 741" inscribed in Hindi and on the right periphery with the words 
" DESHBANDHU CHITTARANJAN DAS 1870 - 1925 ” zuscribed in English . The figure " 1998 " shall be shown below the 
portrait in International Numerals."
